9. Do you believe that theſe Effects of 
New Intereſt Management are right, and juſt, 
and beneficial to the Nation ? 
A. I do not think myſelf concer'd to en- 
quire, whether they are right, and juſt, and 
beneficial to the Nation. It is ſufficient for 
me that I am convinc'd that they are neceſ- 
fary to the Support of the New Intereft, and 
that I ſhall get more into my own Pocket by

Debaucher of the Houſe of Commons, and the

9. Are you provided with Candidates, for 
the next Election, who are well furniſh'd 
and inſtructed in theſe Principles? 
A. Extremely ſo. For, as Bribery and 
Corruption may be call'd the Compendium of 
a New Intereſt Man's Faith and Practice, it 
would be difficult to ſay which of our wo 
little Heroes ſeems likely to prove the greater 
Proficient. The only Difference to be ob- 
ſerv'd at preſent, is, that as one of them is 
poſſeſs d of theſe valuable Qualifications by 
_ Hereditary Right, the other hath made a 
moſt extraordinary Progreſs in them by his 
own natural Abililies.
